Flag should be restricted: Report 


A staff report to be tabled 
at Halifax regional council 
tomorrow night raises 
some concerns about who 
can fly our official flag. 

A 2007 amendment to 
the municipality’s admin¬ 
istrative orders allows for 
the reproduction and sale 
of the blue-and-gold King¬ 
fisher flag — the official 
flag of HRM. 

Before that amend¬ 
ment, residents and busi¬ 
ness owners had to request 
formal approval from HRM 


to fly the flag. 

Tomorrow’s staff report 
warns the 2007 amend¬ 
ment could lead to build¬ 
ings the municipality 
might see as unsavory 
sporting the Kingfisher 
flag. 

“Allowing the public to 
freely fly the official flag 
may lead to it being flown 
at locations that do not 
promote the values and 
principals for which the 
municipality stands,” 
reads the report. 


“Council should be 
aware that it could be ex¬ 
tremely difficult for coun¬ 
cil to restrain that use.” 

The report recommends 
further amending of the 
amendment “to more ap¬ 
propriately reflect the in¬ 
tent of the amendments 
previously passed by coun¬ 
cil.” 

In other words, to give 
HRM an oversight role on 
who can and can’t fly the 
flag.

A $14.5-million contract to 
construct a new Canadian 
Coast Guard building in 
Dartmouth has been 
awarded. 

PCL Constructors Canada 
Inc., which has an office in 
Dartmouth, is designing 
and building the new facili¬ 
ty. The building will be lo¬ 
cated at the Bedford 
Institute of Oceanography 
and will house more than 
160 CCG employees cur¬ 
rently working in two sepa¬ 
rate locations in 
Dartmouth. 

The government hopes 
the building will create effi¬ 
ciencies by bringing togeth¬ 
er CCG employees with 
counterparts in the Depart¬ 
ment of Fisheries and 
Oceans.

MacKay announced the

awarding of the contract at 
BIO yesterday, along with 
Fisheries and Oceans Minis¬ 
ter Gail Shea. 

The announcement 
came two days after MacK¬ 
ay revealed the government 
will spend $361 million at 
CFB Halifax. 

The money will be spent 
on nine infrastructure proj¬ 
ects, a health records man¬ 
agement system, and new 
sea boots for the navy. 

According to the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence, 
the investment will create 
1,700 jobs nationwide.

A day-room was still on 
lockdown yesterday fol¬ 
lowing another violent in¬ 
cident at the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
in Burnside. 

An inmate is recovering 
from potentially life-threat¬ 
ening injuries he sustained 
from a fight at the jail. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said officers were 
dispatched to the jail Fri¬ 
day at 4:16 a.m. — several 
hours after the fight hap¬ 
pened. 


“We are compiling a list 
of people we believe may 
be involved,” he said. 

“We have a couple leads 
that we’re following.” 

Palmeter said the 39- 
year-old inmate suffered 
head injuries, but couldn’t 
offer more details of what 
happened or what moti¬ 
vated the fight. 

Department of Justice 
spokeswoman Donna 
Chislett said yesterday a 
lockdown in the unit 
where the fight happened 
was now only for one day- 
room as staff continue to 
investigate.

Estabrooks not letting 
diagnosis get him down 



Despite media attention 
surrounding Bill Es¬ 
tabrooks’ announcement 
that he has Parkinson’s 
disease, the Timberlea- 
Prospect MLA and NDP 
cabinet minister stresses 
he’s “not special.” 

“Lots of other Nova Sco¬ 
tians deal with health is¬ 
sues and deal with 
Parkinson’s,” Estabrooks 
told Metro yesterday. 

“But I have to be fair to 
my constituents and ... fair 
to Nova Scotians to let 
them know I was diag¬ 
nosed with Parkinson’s be¬ 
fore the last election and 
I’m managing it.” 

Estabrooks revealed to 
the CBC Friday he has 
been dealing with Parkin¬ 
son’s for two years. 

He said as long as he 
eats right and gets enough 
rest, the neurodegenera- 
tive disease is not hard for 
him to handle — although 
he admits some of the 
lifestyle changes have 
been trying. 

“Some days after a long 
night before where I didn’t 
behave like I should, those 
days are long,” he said, 
laughing.

O Gunman’s landlord describes his 
tenant as ‘unpredictable’ © One 
victim shot in front of her daughter 


For months, Stanley Neace 
had shown increasing hos¬ 
tility to his neighbours in 
rural eastern Kentucky, to 
the point his landlord 
started eviction proceed¬ 
ings. Then he snapped 
over how his wife cooked 
his eggs, and killed her 
and four others with a 
shotgun before shooting 
himself. 

Neighbours in the mo- 
bile-home park said Neace 
stormed across several 
lawns in his pyjamas Sat¬ 
urday and fired dozens of 
shots from a 12-gauge 
shotgun. When the ram¬ 
page ended, Neace and his 
wife lay dead, along with 
the gunman’s stepdaugh¬ 
ter and three neighbours. 

Trooper Jody Sims of the 
Kentucky State Police said 
Neace, 47, killed the five 
people in two mobile 
homes, then went to his 
home and turned the gun 
on himself. Investigators 
were still working yester¬ 
day to piece together ex¬ 
actly what happened 
during the rampage, 
Breathitt County Sheriff 
Ray Clemons said. 

Neighbour Steve Smith 
saw the shootings from 
the window of his mobile 
home. When he walked 
outside, Smith said Neace

Neace had never appeared 
threatening to her, but he 
was known to have a vio¬ 
lent history. Trooper Jody 
Sims could not confirm 
that Neace had a criminal 
record. 

took a shot at him but 
missed. 

“He chased his wife 
around that Jeep shooting 
at her,” Smith said, point¬ 
ing to a sport utility vehi¬ 
cle parked outside his 
mobile home. “I heard her 
screaming and running.” 

Sims said when state po¬ 
lice arrived about an hour 
after the gunfire began, 
they heard a single gun¬ 
shot and found Neace’s 
body on the porch in the 
unincorporated communi¬ 
ty of Mount Carmel in 
Breathitt County, which is 
home to about 16,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

The victims were identi¬ 
fied as the gunman’s wife, 
Sandra Neace, 54; her 
daughter Sandra R. Strong, 
28; and neighbours Dennis 
Turner, 31; Teresa Fugate, 
30; and Tammy Kilborn, 
40.

Vancouver-based yoga 
wear maker Lululemon, 
which in a decade has 
turned into a marketing 
phenomenon, cemented 
its position on Friday 
when it posted second 
quarter profits more than 
double the same period 
last year. 

The company opened its 
first store in Vancouver in 
1998, and has expanded to 
over 100 stores in three 
continents in just over a 
decade. 

Shares in the chain shot 
up 11 per cent, or $4.20 to 
$41.26 in midday trading 
Friday on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. 

Zoe Tan, an analyst at 
Morningstar research, said 
the company’s sales im¬ 
provement was driven by 
both increased traffic and 
higher prices, “an ad¬ 
mirable feat” as most re-

BCE buys up network

For the second time in a 
decade, BCE Inc. has decid¬ 
ed it wants to own CTV 
Inc. outright — not just 
the small minority share 
the Montreal-based tele¬ 
com giant has held since 
pulling back from its foray 
into the Canadian media 
industry. 

BCE’s first takeover of 
Canada’s largest private- 
sector television company 
in 2000 was part of a wave 
of mergers that failed to 
meet the visionaries’ 
hopes for “convergence” of 
communications connec¬ 
tions, media content and 
electronic commerce in 
the 21st century. 

“We live in a veiy differ¬ 
ent era,” said Brahm Eiley 
of Toronto-based Conver¬ 
gence Consulting Group, 
which has been tracking 
the convergence of the 
phone, cable and media in¬ 


dustries since the mid- 
1990s. In 2000, he said, 
one of the big questions 
was whether high-speed, 
high-capacity broadband 
networks would catch on. 

“We’re living in a world 
where all access is fast 
enough and cheap enough 
that content can be sup¬ 
ported.” 


The competitive land¬ 
scape has also changed for 
BCE Inc. and its main sub¬ 
sidiary, Bell Canada. 

They face not only a 
bevy of small new players 
with wireless networks 
but also large rivals that 
are embracing video con¬ 
tent.

Awards and antics mark 

VMA night 

in Los Angeles 


Taylor Swift has absolved 
Kanye West of last year’s 
onstage sin with one som¬ 
bre song. 

The 20-year-old deliv¬ 
ered a poignant and pow¬ 
erful ode about West at 
last night’s MTV Video Mu¬ 
sic Awards in Los Angeles 
that instead of criticizing 
him, sympathized with his 
difficult time in the spot¬ 
light and West’s own ad¬ 
missions that his ego has 
often gotten in his own 
way. 

“Thirty-two and still 
growing up now; who you 
are is not what you did,” 
she sang softly, adding: 
“You’re still an innocent.” 

Swift’s dramatic per¬ 
formance delivered on the 
hype promised from a se¬ 
quel to last year’s incident 
when West marred Swift’s 
acceptance speech for best 
female video by jumping 
onstage and insisting the 
award should have gone to 
Beyonce. In the aftermath, 
West endured intense 


backlash, despite an apolo¬ 
gy, as well as a serious dent 
in his career that has yet to 
be ironed out. 

Last week on Twitter, 
West poured out his heart, 
again apologizing to Swift 
and saying how much he 
had suffered since the inci¬ 
dent, and adding that he 
had grown. 

The Swift-West pathos 
overshadowed the typical 
VMA antics. 

The cast of Jackass got 
rowdy early on when one 
cast member stripped off 
his clothes onstage and re¬ 
vealed his underwear — 
made to look like a chick¬ 
en, with one suggestive 
part. 

Host Chelsea Handler al¬ 
so added to the bawdiness. 
A pre-taped portion of her 
opening featured the host 
getting spanked multiple 
times by show participants 
backstage before running 
into the recently freed 
Lindsay Lohan, who also 
gave her a swat.

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O Lawsuit dismissed by producer 
and old flame on The Fame album 


They may have had a bad 
romance, but now there’s 
an amicable professional 
split between Lady Gaga 
and a music producer who 
said she ditched him as 
both a collaborator and a 
boyfriend after he helped 
launch her career. 

Court papers filed this 
week show the Grammy 
Award-winning Bad Ro¬ 
mance singer and song- 
writer-producer Rob 
Fusari agreed to dismiss 
the lawsuits each filed 
against the other in 
March. 

He’d sought $30.5 mil¬ 
lion, but it’s unclear 
whether they made any 
monetary deal. Lawyers 
for both sides and a Gaga 
spokesperson didn’t im¬ 
mediately respond to 
phone and email mes¬ 
sages Friday. 

Fusari had said the pop- 
meets-performance-art 
sensation shoehorned 
him out of her lucrative 
career after he co-wrote 
such Gaga hits as Pa¬ 
parazzi and Beautiful, 
Dirty, Rich, came up with 
her stage name and 
helped get her record 
deal. 

Fusari — who has a 
producing credit on Lady 
Gaga’s 2008 debut album, 
The Fame — met the 
singer two years, accord¬ 
ing to his lawsuit. He has 
a studio in Parsippany, 
N.J. 

He said they forged 
both a romantic and a 
business relationship,

both soured, and he was 
denied money to which 
he said he was entitled in 
their contract. 

He said he’d gotten 
about $611,000 but was 
due far more. 

“All business is person¬ 
al,” his lawsuit said. 
“When those personal re¬ 
lationships evolve into ro¬ 
mantic entanglements, 
any corresponding busi¬ 
ness relationship usually 
follows the same trajecto¬ 
ry so that when one crash¬ 
es they all burn. 

“That is what hap¬ 
pened here.” 

Lady Gaga’s lawyers 
had said Fusari was just 
an agent for her and got 
the then-inexperienced 
singer to sign an unfair 
agreement in 2006. 

Her lawsuit asked a 
court to void the “unlaw¬ 
ful arrangement,” or at 
least declare that Fusari 
wasn’t owed what he 
claimed.

While Britney Spears is 
dodging allegations of sex¬ 
ual harassment and child 
abuse from one former 
bodyguard, another is 
coming to her defence.

The former bodyguard, 
Fernando Flores, who is 
making the abuse claims 
has also filed a sexual ha¬ 
rassment suit against 
Spears. 

He claims that Spears 
repeatedly exposed herself 
to him and made unwant¬ 


ed advances.

The goal here is a flavour- 
jammed salad that is sim¬ 
ple, speedy and so good 
you don’t even need a 
dressing. 

Start out by marinating 
thinly sliced beef in a pow¬ 
er-packed marinade of 
teriyaki sauce, hoisin, 
cider vinegar, sugar and 
hot sauce. 

Eye round roast is a 
good choice for the beef, 
but feel free to use any 
steak or other cut that will 
handle being thinly sliced 
and briefly grilled. 

The beef can sit in the 
marinade for as little or as 
long as you like. Once you 
pull it out, it goes on and 
off the grill in about two 
minutes. Throw it over 
some chopped romaine 


and sprinkle with crum¬ 
bled blue cheese and you 
pretty much need nothing 
else. 

But if you want to add 
some crunch, some pur¬ 
chased croutons would be 
a nice addition. 

Preparation: 

In a medium bowl, 
whisk together 
teriyaki, hoisin, 
vinegar, sugar and 
hot sauce. Add 
steak, turning to 
coat well, then cov¬ 
er and refrigerate 
for 30 minutes.

chemical found in Teflon. Try 
cooking with stainless steel, 
glass, ceramic or cast iron 
instead.

Aside from choosing safer 
cookware, you can reduce your 
exposure by avoiding 
consumer products coated 
with non-stick chemicals. 
These include some types of 
dental floss, microwave 
popcorn bags, windshield 
cleaning solution and even piz¬ 
za boxes. Also, watch for prod¬ 
ucts that maybe appear safe

Chances are you will need to 
drop them off at a depot that 
accepts scrap metal.

Something was very wrong 
with the house David 
Molenhuis had rented just 
months earlier with three 
university buddies in Lon¬ 
don, Ont. 

“We came back and the 
landlord had built a house 
onto the back of it,” recalls 
Molenhuis, 28, a part-time 
student now living in Ot¬ 
tawa and national chair of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students. 

Like a number of 
renters, Molenhuis has his 
share of rental night¬ 
mares, but it’s his experi¬ 


ence while attending the 
University of Western On¬ 
tario in 2003-04 that 
stands out for all the 
wrong reasons. 

“Where the windows 
were, you opened them up 
and there was insulation in 
them,” he says. “Pink insu¬ 
lation staring me in the 
face. (They) didn’t take out 
the windows, just built a 
house right up against 
ours.” 

Years later and still dish¬ 
ing out rent, Molenhuis 
says he’s become more vig¬ 
ilant before signing a lease 


and encourages young, in¬ 
experienced prospective 
tenants to do the same be¬ 
fore getting the keys to 
their first place.
